Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 

States. 

2. Claims 1,6,7,9,10,11,14-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Brownlee (4585004). 

Figure lof Brownlee shows a cardiac stimulator with a constant voltage source 
188, as well as a recorder 42. Inherent in the pacemaker circuitry 16 is the ability 
to blank, in order to shield the recorder from pulses. Also, it is well known that 
pulses are biphasic, in order to allow for the proper polarization of the cells of the 
heart upon being stimulated. 

3. Claim 62 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fine et a! 
(5640967). 

Col. 17, lines 60+ teach display of amplified cardiac signals in four different 
modes. The description set forth in Fine is deemed to be encompassed by the 
term 'processes' as used in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 63-66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fineetal. 

Biphasic pulses are common in the EP testing field, as are providing constant 
current pulses. Further, it is considered obvious that various modes can be 
selected, given the teachings of different modes in columns 17,18 of Fine. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2-5,8,12,13,18-20,67-71 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
